14. (Original) Medicament comprising at least one compound according to 
Claim 1 1 and/or one of its pharmaceutically usable derivatives, salts, sol- 
vates and stereoisomers, including mixtures thereof in all ratios, and 
optionally excipients and/or adjuvants. 

15. (Original) Set (kit) consisting of separate packs of 

a) an effective amount of a compound of the formula I and/or 
pharmaceutically usable derivatives, solvates and stereoisomers 
thereof, including mixtures thereof in all ratios, 

and 

b) an effective amount of a further medicament active ingredient. 
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
